The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior cited art 
references do not disclose a piezoelectric member that tightly surrounds the lateral surface of a 
cylindrically shaped viscoelastic unit, as required by independent claims 1 and 10. While 
Brewer discloses a viscoelastic unit 15 which is cylindrically shaped, there is no suggestion in 
Mohler to have the piezoelectric member 320 surrounding the lateral surface of a viscoelastic 
unit, as defined in figure 3 of Applicant's drawings. The combination of Mohler and Brewer 
would merely disclose a transducer embedded in a viscoelastic unit.
